EAST END HIGHWAY PROGRAM 


SHOWING MARKED PROGRESS 


(By C. N. P. A. Service)' 


"Highway development is making 


unprecedented progress thruout the 
entire San Gabriel valley," accord- 
ing to the statements made by Judge 
Raymond Thompson, president of the 
Pasadena chamber of commerce, at 
a conference held with the directors 
of the San Gabriel Valley Develop- 
ment association. 


The meeting, attended by city offi- 


cials and civic leaders of Pasadena 
and valley cities last Friday night, 
had for its purpose the stimulation 
of highway development in the en- 
tire San Gabriel valley, wixh parti- 
cular reference to the extension of 
Colorado street thru Ross field, and 
the improvement of Foothill boule- 
vard. Discussion of these projects 
was in charge of S. V. Schemmer- 
horn of Arcadia and Hal. ;Slemmons, 
president of the Foothill Boulevard 
association and chairman of associa- 
tion committees on those highways, 
Committeemen and Pasadena officials 
agreed that these projects should 
be under construction early in 1930. 


A highlight of the conference was 


the presentation of an expansion 
program of activity to be undertaken 
by

development 
assoeiati6n 


leaders during the 
coming year. 


'With the forthcoming release of 
the master plan of the San Gabriel 
valley," said Chas. Diggs, planning 
commission director, "it is up to 
the people of the valley to bo prop- 
erly organized to execute the entire 
program in an orderly manner."

sented an interesting plan of elec- 
trified rail transportation, which he 
stated will be required in the future 
to provide for the population of this 
territory.

State Senator Frank Merriam, who 
was one of the Long Beach delega- 
tion, was loudly applauded when he 
said that he believed-the people of 
the district were willing to move 
slowly and carefully toward flood 
construction which would eventually 
be, declared safe as well as effective.

ABUTMENT VISITED 


After the meeting more than a 


hundred of the visitors were taken 
to the west abutment at the damsite, 
and were shown the "faults" that 
have been discovered by the geolo- 
gists. Chief Engineer Saton explain- 
ed the manner in which these faults 
cross the abutment and also extend 
across the toe of the proposed dam 
in the channel. It is the discovery 
of these faults that has caused the 
stopping of the work on the dam- 
site. In fact, the meeting of the city 
planners in the large main dining- 
room at the damsite last Saturday 
was the last meal to be served there 
before it was ordered closed for the 
present. The small force of men 
which will be retained will be fed 
in a smaller diningroom built prior 
to the erection of the bigger build- 
ing. 


TUNNELS QRDERED 


It was announced this week that 


Superintendent Ingram, 
who has 


been in charge of all channel con- 
struction in the district, under the 
direction of Chief Eaton, will have 
charge of the sinking of 1500 feet 
of tunnels in the San Gabriel T\ver 
channel and abutments. These tun- 
nels will be sunk above the flood, 
water line in the channel, in order 
to prevent being destroyed in flood 
time, and will include a series of 
drafts. First the vertical tunnels 
will be driven, and afterwards drifts 
will bo made into the center of the 
streambed, the objective being that 
of determining if there is suitable 
bedrock in the riverbed. 


Chief 
Engineer Eaton declared 


that putting down tunnels and drift- 
ing is the only sure method of deter- 
mining the character of the rock. 
All of the borings that have been 
made at the damsite have from the 
very first been poor indicators of 
the actual character of the rock, he 
said. In fact, very little dependence 
upon borings can be placed, he de- 
clared. 


STATE INSPECTION 


During the week u force of engin- 


eers and geologists under the direc- 
tion of State Engineer Hyatt have 
been at the damsite, under the super- 
vision of George ,W. Hawley, chief 
assistant to the state engineer. They 
are making a separate investigation 
of the quality of the rock. Engineer 
Hawley is in charge of all dam in- 
spection for the state. It is expected 
that it may be two weeks before a 
report of conditions will be filed by 
the state engineer.

A heavy-set youth, accord- 
ng to Miss Bell, whose features 
were indistinct in the half darkness, 
stepped up behind her and struck 
ler with what she thot at the time 
was a tightly-rolled bundle of news- 
papers, but which afterward proved 
;o be a broken piece of rake handle, 
or hoe handle, wrapped in a copy of 


Sunday school paper, called "The 


Target.'' 


The nurse received such a blow on 


;he side of her head that it stunned 
icr for a moment, but she walked to 
the hospital, where it was found 
necessary to take seven stitches in 
a ragged wound that had been cans- 
id by the blow. Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Brandon were emerging from their 
iome across the street at the time 
of the attack, and attempted to 
trace the attacker, who was thot to 
have fled down Third street. 


The broken piece of rake handle, 


and.the paper wrapper, were recov- 
ered -by the. police in »the gutter, 
showing marks of blood and strands • 
of hair. Constable/.Sauhdfpt has re- • 
quested ' that if any citizen eaTf'alfl 
in identifying this broken handle, 
he will appreciate it. It look as if 
it, had'been the handle of a rake or 
hoe that had been used in mixing 
plaster, and was freshly broken on 
both ends. 


Miss Bell is a sister of Mrs. Ran- 


dall Chew. She is completely at a 
loss to account for the attack, as 
she was carrying no money, having 
only a box of stationery in her 
hands.

Making Haste Slowly— 


Work stopped on the foundations of the San Gabriel dam 


last week, in order that it may be determined if suitable bed- 
rock can be found upon which to raise this enormous struc- 
ture. And immediately, except for a noisy few, the people, 
all over southern California, and especially in the San Gab- 
riel river watershed area, said, in effect: "Well, that's sensi- 
ble—we don't want any kind of a dam unless we know it is 
going to be safe." 


Geologists say that there still is earth movement in south- 


ern California—that the earth has not settled down, and that 
measurements have been taken at certain places showing a 
marked migratory character to the surface. Some of these 
movements have measured from one inch to seventeen feet 
where distinct "faults" have been found. A dam built in 
solid granite would have the least chance of being destroyed. 
But a dam on any kind of a foundation that was in the least 
way doubtful, would not only be a real menace, but would 
constitute a mental menace almost as bad. Nobody wants 
to live beneath, or to own property beneath a dam that has 
a whisper of suspicion as to its integrity. That's just a fact, 
and nothing else. 
• 


Dams can be built, and will be built, to control floods 


in this valley, and in southern California. But they must be 
built at sites that are unquestionable, regardless of whether 
the people are supposed to have voted for some particular 
site. You can't build a dam on rotten foundation just because 
it is supposed that the people fixed the site at a certain bond 
issue. 


A speaker at a meeting of the southern California city 


planning bodies, gathered at the damsite last Saturday, said 
the dam, if any, must be built on a foundation of facts, 
and those facts must conform to the demands of state, na- 
tional and county regulations. We were wont, in earlier days, 
to speak of "the great unwashed" in connection with a great 
political group, he said. But the menace that is now, and 
always has been greater comes from "the great uninformed." 


The noisy few that are still demanding a high dam at the 


forks regardless of whether there is a foundation there, and 
the same group that'is condemning engineers and geologists 
indiscriminately will not have much to dja-wh the settle- 
ment of thjg question, we predict. It may be k year or ten 
years before work is resumed on flood, control "in the San 
Gabriel canyon, but when it is resumed it will be on a safe 
basis. There are many ways of accomplishing flood control 
in that canyon. A dam at the forks, if it could be built 
safely, would be very highly desirable. But there are many 
.ways of accomplishing the same objective. As the old poet- 
philosopher said: 


"I thin!, when bigots fast and frown, 


And fight for two or seven, 


That there are fifty roads to town, 


And rather more to heaven." 


Bounties on Lions— 


Six full-grown mountain lions were killed this year m 


the San Gabriel canyon area, and bounties of $50 each were 
paid by the county, it is shown by the report of the Los An- 
geles county forestry department. In all there were twenty- 
six lion scalps brot in during the past year, with bounties 
amounting to $1;625. An interesting statement in the report 
is as follows: 


For many years certain sections of this county s moun- 


tainous areas have harbored predatory animals, and the 
greatest inroads on the deer were caused by mountain lions. 
It is safe to assume that a lion will kill, on an average, one 
and a half deer per week. The state bounty, being extremely 
low, did not seem to interest professional mountain lion 
hunters.. 


In the type of vegetable cover encountered in this county 


an experienced hunter and lion dogs are required, as it is 
impossible in most cases to tree a lion without such dogs. 
This department, realizing the seriousness of the situation, 
requested the board of supervisors to enact a county bounty 
ordinance and on April 9, 1928, such an ordinance went into 
effect. 


At that time many residents of the county insisted that 


there were not niore than 40 or SO lions in the whole county, 
but this year a total of 26 animals were killed and bounties 
paid thereon. This would indicate that there are a great 
many lions in the county, and that the 26 killed were only 
a natural increase. Also working on the theory that one lion 
will kill one and a half deer per week, it can readily be seen 
that by killing 26 lions, a total of 2,028 deer were saved.

1928, complete figures for which are just now available, the 
dairy farmers of this state received $88,810,000 for this com- 
modity. 


In value, the next greatest crop was hay, worth $75,538,000 


at the farm. Grapes—dried, table and juice—brot $35,538,- 
000. The prune crop sold for $22,030,000, and the barley 
crop brot $22,926,000. Oranges from California orchards brot 
$74,250,000; lemoas; $17,750,000, and grapefruit, $2,800,000. 
Beef cattle sales were $39,690,000; sheep, lambs and wool, 
$25,089,000, and hogs, $15,808,000. 


When you add to the value of the milk sold the money 


which the dairy farmer received for dairy cattle and for ani- 
mals turned off for veal or beef, the leadership of dairying 
among the various divisions of California's agriculture is 
further strengthened.

Heating Limoneira 


Ranch Described 


(From California Cultivator) 


Citrus culture has been made a 


business at the Limoneira ranch, 
Santa Paula, Ventura county, and 
all of the most modern methods of 
culture and crop protection are em- 
ployed there. The Limoneira com- 
pany is headed by C. C. Teague, 
president of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange and ft member of 
President 
Hoover's 
farm 
relief 


board. The ranch is made up of 
large acreages of bear", walnuts and 
citrus, most of which are lemons, 
altho there are several hundred acres 
of Valencia oranges which are not 
yet in full bearing. 


Lemons are very susceptible to 


injury by frost and the greatest pre- 
cautions have been taken to com- 
pletely protect them from damage. 
On this ranch, which ships from 550 
to 750 cars of lemons a year, the 
summer crop is the one most desired 
and this is the one most easily dam- 
aged at the time frost .usually oc- 
curs, according tw C. A. Jensen, 
manager of the ranch. There are 
nearly a thousand acres of citrus 
and this area is protected by 77,500 
seven and nine-gallon National oil- 
burning heaters of the down draft 
type. In the lower parts of the or- 
chard these are placed 112 to the 
acre, while in other locations a lesser 
number is found to be sufficient. 
These heaters are all in place and 
ready to go by October 25 each year, 
and none arc removed before April 
15. 


There'are approximately 100 ther- 


mometers scattered around the prop- 
erty, and when the weather bureau, 
which is represented in Santa Paula 
by Mr. Ellison, announces that there 
is danger of frost, trained men 
set out to watch the temperatures 
closely, and each thermometer is 
read every 20 minutes. When the 
temperature falls to the neighbor- 
hood of 30 degrees the men begin 
to observe the young leaves of the 
trees and of the cover crop, as those 
show ice very easily and often are 
more accurate indicators than are 
the thermometers themselves. At 
29% degrees firing begins with every 
other heater in alternate rows being 
lighted. This is done even tho it 
may be as late as five or six o'clock 
in ' the morning. 
Experience has 


taught which are the cold areas and 
these usually require heating earlier 
and oftener than the ranch as a 
whole. There are some places on the 
ranch where the heaters have never 
been lighted) but thy are in place 
and ready just the same as else- 
where. Last season some of the 
heaters were lighted but once, while 
others were in use ten times. It was 
necessary to fire on April 6 and 7, 
which was the latest firing has been 
done. The temperature is raised to 
32 degrees and held at that point. 
If the night is cold, additional heat- 
ers are lighted, but it is seldom that 
the entire battery is in action on 
any piece of ground. As soon as 
the outside temperature rises to a 
point where danger is passed, the 
heaters are extinguished by simply 
covering the stacks. This conserves 
the oil and lessens both the expense 
and labor. 


When all heaters are in thu field 


they hold 443,000 gallons of oil and 
there is additional storage capacity 
for 675,000 gallons in tanks at con- 
venient places on the ranch. 


Close attention to detail and be- 


ing ready to meet all emergencies 
have proved to be worth while, as 
there has not been a loss of fruit or 
damage to the trees since the heat- 
ers were installed.

Faces Serious 


Sales Problem 


Toledo, Ohio, Oct. 22 — Annual 


boosting of production schedules on 
the part of automobile manufactur- 
ers has resulted in the entire indus- 
try being faced with a serious prob- 
lem which not only threatens the 
welfare of the automobile dealer, but 
if si halt is not called, may affect 
the entire business and economic 
structure of the industry. This was 
the substance of a statement made 
by L. A. Miller, president of the 
Willys-Overland company, here to- 
day.'' The industry is faced with a 
serious problem," said Mr. Miller. 
"Year after,year motor car manu- 
facturers have set their .production 
schedules at higher figures. The com- 
pany that produced 200,000 ears last 
year has set its-mark at 250,000 for 
the 'current year. 
If last year's 


sales totaled '.350,000, the goal for 
this year was set at 400,000, and so 
on. 


"The ability of the public to ab- 


sorb an indefinitely increasing num- 
ber of cars is constantly overesti- 
mated. As a result, from the first 
month of this year, we have seen 
automobile plants running at record 
production. Dealers have had cars 
shipped to them in excess of the pur- 
chasing power of their communities, 
creating a problem of meeting loans 
from banks and finance companies. 


"Long trades with the selling of 


cars at a net loss to the dealers is 
the result, and dealers find that while 
they have done an increased volume 
of business, their profits have dwin- 
dled or lo.sses have been sustained. 
'' The used car problem of today 


is the direct result of this policy of 
over-building on the part of manu- 
facturers. This has been done on 
the theory that increased volume 
meant decreased costs. Up to a cer- 
tain point this is correct insofar as 
manufacturing economies are con- 
cerned, but the theory fails when 
voluine is not maintained. 


"Sales forces are expanded, plants 


equipped and tooled and machinery 
bot to carry out these increased pro- 
duction schedules. In the closing 
months of the year, manufacturers 
usually find the market unable to 
absorb the number of cars they in- 
tended to build. Output is curtailed, 
with the result that at the end of 
the year a considerably less number 
of units have been actually built, 
on which the average overhead ex- 
pense has taken a decided upward 
trend and materially affected the

Fanners are enjoying the ad- 
vantages of the electric fan in the 
cow .barn, electric lights in the hay- 
mow, 
electric radiant heat iif the 


pig pen, and electrically-driven im- 
plements from grindstones to thresh- 
ing machines. And they even make 
hay new while it rains—with the 
help of electricity. 


An authoritative count reveals 227 


profitable uses for electricity on the 
farm. These range from A-battery 
eliminators, animal groomers and six 
other uses under "A," to bull tam- 
ers and twenty-one others under 
"B," down thru the twenty letters 
of the alphabet, to wood sawing at 
the bottom of the list. 
Electricity pumps the water, shreds 
the fodder, husks the com, separates 
the milk, grinds bones, feed, fertiliz- 
er and sausage, cleans, bags and 
hoists grain into the bins, dries, bales 
and-elevates hay. heats water, hot- 
beds and incubators, helps ventila- 
tion in the house and stock barns, 
and also traps insects in the orchard 
and garden or thieves in the hen- 
house. 


It cools or warms, sterilizes or pas- 


teurizes, and bottles the milk. It 
hulls oats or sprouts them. It stimu- 
lates plant, growth and furnishes re- 
frigeration. 
It shears sheep and 


sprays' whitewash and insecticides. 
In the farmhouse it does everything 
that electricity 'can do in . the city 
home, including operation of 
the 


player piano. 


In .1924 there wore, in the state of 


Illinois, all told, only 2201 farms 
provided with central-station service. 
But on Jan. 1, 1929, there were 13,- 
284 electrified Illinois farms. Indi- 
ana has 15,163 farms getting such 
service. 


California farmers claim to be the 


heaviest users of electric energy, as 
there are 55,OdO electrified farms in 
that state. 
Altogether more than 


500,000 farms in the United States 
are served by electric-light and pow- 
er companies. 


But. there is a tremendous problem 


to be solved before rural America 
can be completely electrified. In In- 


pump 500 gallons of water; run a 
fanning mill three hours, or cool a 
refrigerator for twelve hours. 


At the National Eural Electric 


Project laboratory at College Park 
Md., George W. Kable, the director, 
lias been carrying on a study of the 
results claimed for a high-voltage, 
high-frequency electric plow devised 
by Hamilton L. Eoe of Leroy, N. Y. 
The inventor claims that the elec- 
tric charge, passing thru the soil, 
makes the plant food in it more 
readily available and eliminates the 
need of fertilizer. It also kills weeds 
and pests and makes plants less sus 
eeptible to drouths. 


In test plots, quack grass was kill- 


ed outright, which is considered re 
markable, as the roots of this planl 
are hard to kill. 
Buckwheat and 


potatoes, on soil treated with the 
Roe plow, were freer from weeds 
than were check plots. The potatoes 
were also free from potato bugs anc 
blight without spraying, which wa 
not true of other parts of the field 
"I am not sure," saiu Mr. Kable 


to me recently, "that the time wil 
ever come when the farmer can dis 
pense with plowing. Since the dawn 
of history, when a crooked stick was 
first used to turn the soil, farmers 
have clung to the plow as the indis- 
pensable foundation of husbandry. 
I do not know just what method may- 
be devised to get away from the 
age-old practice. I do know that 
some crops can be grown without.the 
traditional 
preliminary 
use of a 


plow. To me it seems that the pos- 
sibilities in this direction are unlim- 
ited." 


"In the medical profession," said 


Mr. Kable, "much knowledge is be- 
ing developed regarding the use of 
the X-ray and the ultra-violet ray 
on human beings. To some extent 
this knowledge is being applied to 
agricultural problems. The field has, 
however, barely been scratched. 


"Electrical research work in one 


direction has resulted in such me- 
chanical marvels as the radio and 
television. There is no reason why, 
if directed intensively to agricul 
hire, research should not also prove 
correspondingly fruitful of achieve- 
ments in this field." 


That is the vision which rises be- 


fore the farmer when he presses the 
button that turns on the "juice."
